Germany May Form Al- 


liance With Spain.

LONDON, June 26.— The Spectator 


publishes a long leading article on Em- 
peror William's remarks, as recorded 
by the Paris correspondent of the 
Times on Monday last. The correspon- 
dent reported a conversation affecting 
to represent the views of the Emperor 
in the course of which, speaking of his 
anxiety as to the future of Europe, he 
said that he did not fear Chinese ambi- 
tion or the anarchists, but he did fear 
the expansion of the great powers and 
the intervention of the United States in 
the affairs of the Old World. 


The Spectator says: This is so im- 


portant that we would give much to 
know precisely what is in the Kaiser's 
brain. The Kaiser has displayed at 
times singular gleams of Insight. The 
facts of the moment appear to justify 
his enigmatic saying. The Americans 
are exhibiting a tendency to depart 
from their policy of seclusion and in- 
terfere very strongly in the affairs of 
the Old World. 


Continuing, the Spectator instances 


Venezuela, Samoa and Hawaii, adding: 
And they are apparently going to in- 
terfere with Spain in the most peremp- 
tory manner. If there is any truth in 
the account of the instructions given to 
General Woodford. the United States 
intends to immediately offer an ulti- 
matum to Spain by practically refus- 
ing her permission to suppress a revolt 
in her own dominion. 


The last event seems to have very 


badly impressed the Kaiser, and the 
Emperor's remarks throughout dealt 
with the perils which it was his object 
to avert. Does he propose himself to 
avert American intervention in the af- 
fairs of the Old World? If he does, 
President McKlnley must be cautious 
in his diplomacy, for the German and 
Spanish fleets combined would be more 
than a match for any fleet America 
could produce without an effort which 
would tax the resources of the Union, 
aot in money, but in ships and sailors. 
The Union is irresistible only ashore, 
and Cuba would be a poor reward for 
a great and dangerous sea war. 


It is not certain that Germany has 


not a motive for such an alliance, for 
the United States, with Monroeism, is 
nearly as much in the way of the pow- 
ers desiring to expand as Is Great Brit- 
ain. Overcrowded Europe finds that the 
foreign policy of the United States de- 
bars It from colonizing South America 
with surplus population. But the nat- 
ural place for Germans is in South 
Brazil, and now that the Government 
is in a position to direct the tide of im- 
migrants west we should not be sur- 
prised to see the already powerful col- 
ony suddenly and amazingly enlarged.

Yoliie 
of Trade Has Been 


COMPETITION IN UNITED STATES 


Central America Fruits 


Shipped to California. 


Pine Apples at Starvation Prices. 


High Freights Have Killed 


Hawaiian Fruits. 


For years past a leading industry in 


the Islands has been the growing of 
fruits for export. Chinese have been 
largely interested, and have shipped 
thousands of bunches. For pineapples 
and bananas San Francisco has de- 
pended to a great extent upon Hawaii 
for its supply of the luscious fruit, and 
a few >ears ago a man came here from 
Victoria and engaged, among other 
things, In shipping bananas to British 
Columbia, and as far East as Winni- 
peg, 
Manitoba. This man is still re- 


membered by some of the growers, for 
he never came back. 


Except in growing pineapples, there 


has been no increase in the number of 
fruit producers in the Islands, so that 
whatever reduction has be^n made in 
the price of bananas is not due to com- 
petition, locally, as is the case with oth- 
er fruits. It is not difficult to remember 
•when sugar-loaf pineapples were sold 
on the streets here for 75 cents each. 
The same quality and size fruit may be 
had today for a third of that price, and 
even less. 


"Our competition comes from an- 


other direction," said M. P. Robinson, 
a, large shipper of Hawaiian fruits, last 
night, "and for that reason it does 
not pay to send away Hawaiian banan- 
as or pines. For about three years past 
Central American fruits are shipped 
into New Orleans, thence to San Fran- 
cisco and other California cities, and 
sold for less than we can afford to sell 
Hawaiian fruits. Before this tremen- 
dous competition began, Hawaii prac- 
tically controlled the California mar- 
ket in these two products. 


"I do not think they can grow fruits 


much cheaper than we, but they have 
a great advantage over us in the mat- 
ter of freights. We pay 65 or 75 cents 
freight on a bunch of bananas, while 
the Central American planter lands his 
in San Francisco for 20 cents a bunch. 
The same may be said of pineapples. 
Ours used to fetch a big price, but what 
can a grower do if he has to compete 
•with the Central American product that 
sells in San Francisco at 60 cents a 
dozen. In point of flavor, our fruit is 
better, but the masses want qauntity 
rather than quality. 


"For shipping purposes the upland 


banana, like those grown at Kalihi, is 
superior to that grown in swamp lands. 
The difference is this: Upland fruit 
ripens a 'hand' at a time. so that you 
can hang a bunch in a room and have 
ripe and green fruit unttl the bunch is 
consumed. Waikiki fruit ripens all at 
once. You hang up a bunch today, for 
instance, and in two or, three days the 
fruit is dropping to the floor. This 
grade is too treacherous to ship to the 
Coast, for even when it is picked quite 
green the bunch may go to pieces when 
a few days from port. 


"Until we get some concession in 


the matter of freights, it is useless for 
TIB to compete in California or any- 
where else in the United States with 
Central American bananas, for the 
whole country seems to be supplied 
from that part of the country. For the 
North the fruit is shipped from New 
Orleans to New York, and that made 
the distributing point. 


"With annexation, there may be 


steamship competition between San 
Francisco and this port, and freights 
be cheaper. 
In former years, be- 


fore 
we 
had

-with 
the 
South, 
thousands 
of 


bunches were shipped by each steamer 
leaving here, but excessive freight rates 
have driven us, practically, out of the 
market. 
Some people have an idea 


that with annexation the number of 
fruit growers will increase, but I do 
•not think so. I have disposed of my 
planting interests, and I do not think 
I shall embark in it again when an- 
nexation becomes a fact. The business 
of preserving fruits may increase in 
volume after that happens, because the 
duty on such things will be removed, 
and then we would have a good stand- 
ing in the San Francisco markets. 


"When we used to ship fruits in larg- 


er quantities than we do now, we seem- 
ed to have the advantage, because we 
•were not limited as to season. But the 
same good luck falls to the Central 
American planter, for they receive the 
fruit in San Francisco at any time. I 
am not aware how often New Orleans 
has steam communication with South- 
ern fruit-shipping ports, but I know 
thorp is a daily through lino between 
Now Orleans and San Francisco, and— 
think of it—a freight rate of 20 cents a 
bunch on bananas for a distance of 3,- 
RflO miles, against 2.100 from San Fran- 
risen to Honolulu and 40 to 45 cents a 
bunrh less freight."

Ginger Mayne Pitched a 


Good Game. 


St. Louis Won In Tenth Inning, 


Thompson Played Ball. 


Klleys Slide. 


Saturday's ball game, between the 


teams of St Louis College an4- First 
Regiment, was undoubtedly the most 
perfect ball playing, exciting and inter- 
esting seen on the League grounds in 
many years—perhaps In the history of 
the game in Honolulu. The St. Louis 


lub has become so clever at the bat 


and in fielding that the public now 
ooks for something good when that 
team is one of the contestants in a 
match. 


That baseball has improved here 


during the present season all the old- 
timers will admit, and the credit of 
he Improvement belongs unquestion- 
ably to the ginger put in the games- 
first, by the First Regiment, and fol- 
owed closely by the St. Louis. With 
another such team in the League, Ho- 
nolulu would not be far behind many 
arger cities in baseball contests.

RETURNS TO BE MADE IN AUGUST 


Certain Exemptions Un- 


der the Law. 


One of Most Important Acts Ever 


Placed on Hawaii's Stat-r 
^9 


ute Books. 


Hawaii's new Internal revenue law, 


the Income Tax Act, is soon to become 
actually operative. It was made a stat- 
ute at the last session of the Legisla- 
ture. In both branches it was given 
exhaustive discussion, and as well had 
the close attention of committees, the 
comment of the press and the scrutiny 
of public men and prominent members 
of the business and industrial com- 
munities. Opinion was very generally 
in commendation of the act. 


The act provides that returns shall 


be made to the assessors of the various 
districts of the Islands during the 
month of August of each year. For this 
purpose blanks will be available dur- 
ing the month of July. Payment is to 
be made on or before the 15th of No- 
vember, annually. 


Assessment lies against corporations 


and individuals engaged in any busi- 
ness, trade or vocation in Hawaii. 
Firms are not reached as combinations, 
but the call is made upon the members 
separately. 


The assessment rate is fixed at 1 per 


cent. When the income has not ex- 
ceeded $4,000. an exemption of $2,000 
is allowed to individuals, but corpora- 
tions are not allowed any exemption. 


An Income of more than $1,500 must 


be returned for the information of the 
assessor, although incomes not exceed- 
ing $2,000 are exempt from the tax. 
There will be no tax upon corporations 
or associations of a charitable, relig- 
ious, educational or scientific nature. 
Neither is there tribute upon benefi- 
ciary societies 
operating upon the 


lodge system. 


The return sheet is very neatly ar- 


ranged, and is clear and concise in its 
terms, directions and 
requirements. 


There are three schedules and a sum- 
mary. They are as follows:

On the first page of the blank the 


law fs given almost entire. 
It should 


be read one or more times by all. This 
is the most important act along the 
line ever placed on the books in the 
Islands. It may ultimately stand as 
the chief tax statute. Its adoption and 
enforcement is in keeping with pro- 
gressive steps In the intelligent con- 
duct of a go-ahead administration. 


With the added duty of assessing and 


collecting a tax on income the district 
revenue officers find placed at their 
disposal by the Legislature all of the 
recourse and machinery which makes 
the present delinquent lists so com- 
paratively insignificant. Accounts of a 
corporation may be inspected by due 
process. If this should fail of effect 
Tor any reason whatever, the assessor 
is required to make an estimate himself 
and then double It. 


Failure to make return under the 


new act may be severely punished. The 
directions to the assessor are manda- 
tory. It is recited that he "shall," 
when unable to secure a return, make 
it up himself and then add 200 per cent 
to the amount of the tax thus Imposed. 
The same penalty is provided in the 
case of a false or fraudulent return. 
The present internal tax and assess- 
ment remedies are, however, open to 
all under this new act. The right of 
appeal remains, and In case of action 
from the office, the citizen has fair 
warning and ample notice. 
Appeal 


Board sits October 5 to 25. 


If not paid by the 15th of November, 


the tax Is swelled by a penalty of 10 
per cent. There Is also added interest 
at the rate of 9 per cent per annum. 
All amounts more than $10 are pay- 
able In United States gold coin. 


In a short time blanks will be in 


many offices and homes In Honolulu 
and throughout the Islands. Quite a 
number will go abroad. The tax rate IB 
considered very light. Operation of the 
law will be carefully observed with a 
view to its alteration and improvement 
In the 1898 session. If changes seem 
advisable. 


SYLVA CHALLENGES. 


Wants a Race With Geo. iMartin 


for Any Distance. 


Since the bicycle races of Saturday 


July 3d, no small amount of talking 
has been done on the subject of John 
Sylva, the "Manoa Wonder," and Geo 
Martin, both of whom ca'me off with 
honors. 


The wheelmen who have taken Mar- 


tin as their favorite, say that that rider 
can defeat Sylva in any distance that 
may be named, and go so far as to say 
that, had it not been for the fact that 
he got into a pocket in the half-mile 
race on the 3d, he would have beaten 
Sylva, hands down. 


Sylva has been hearing of these re- 


marks, and now comes forth with the 
following challenge: 


"I hereby challenge George Martin 


to a race for any distance, from a quar- 
ter of a mile up, to be run on any track 
or road of the Hawaiian Islands, for a 
trophy. 
JOHN SYLVA. 


"Honolulu, H. I., July 3,1897." 
It is to be hoped that Martin will ac- 


cept the challenge, as there are many 
interested in the outcome of a contest 
between himself and Sylva, undoubted- 
ly the fastest two riders on the Islands.

"Save me from my friends! 


was never truer than in the case 
of the late Queen of llawaii. Just 
how much ot her trouble came 
from her personal ambition, and 
how much, from bad advice, will 
probably never be known. But it 
is certain that many of her mis 
fortunes come from the latter 
cause. Her course under the guid 
ance and supervision of the one 
and only Julius, has been such 
that the last lingering regret of 
her political opponents w ill prob- 
ably disappear. 


She can only blame herself or 


her friends, that nothing in the 
shape of a money recognition has 
gone into the new annexation 
treaty. Had she remained in dig- 
nified quiet at home, or in Ameri- 
ca, had not permitted herself to 
be used as an agent to assist the 
bitter opponents of Hawaiian su- 
gar and annexation, it is not at 
all unlikely that her former posi- 
tion would have received recogni- 
tion, 2nd an annuity wou'd have 
been provided. 
But the absurd 


statements of Captain Palmer 
with reference to her complete 
and sweeping renunciation made 
in 1895, of all claim of the Hawai- 
ian throne, has operated against 
her own interests. 


She will find, if she has not al- 


ready learned, that the attendants 
on her Washington court, came 
out of curiosity and not to pay 
homage to a queen. She has been 
treated with a consideration and 
respect which has pleased all Ha- 
waiians, whether political friends 
or enemies: but she is now learn- 
ing that these attentions were so- 
cial and not political. Her truest 
friends here, have only regret, 
that by a constant opposition to 
the manifest destiny of Hawaii, 
she has hurt her own interests, 
while not influencing in any man- 
ner, unless favorably, the question 
of annexation.

In his letter transmitting the

similar to that of either of the 
present Territories of the United 
States, but it will be adapted to 
meet our peculiar conditions.

says Secretary Sherman, "is not 
a mere renewal of the tender of 
Hawaiian territory made in 1893, 
but has responded to the purpose 
declared in the Hawaiian Consti- 
tution and the conferences of the 
plenipotentiaries

tage of the political and the com- 
mercial union alternatively pro- 
posed, and relatively considering 
the scope and extent thereof. It 
soon appeared to the negotiators 
that a purely commercial union 
on the lines of the German Zoll- 
verein, could not satisfy the prob- 
lems of administration in Hawaii 
and of the political association 
between 
the Islands and the 


United States. Such a commer 
cial union would on the one hand 
deprive the Hawaiian Govern- 
ment of its chief source of reve- 
nue from customs duties by plac 
ing its territory in a relation of 
free exchange with the territory 
of the United States, its main 
market of purchase and supply, 
while on the other hand it would 
entail upon Hawaii the mainten- 
ance of an internal revenue sys 
tern on a par with that of the

Very few have gone further 


;han the annexation of Hawaii to 
the United States. What is to fol- 


.ow, 
as the next step, has been 


nore an object of curious inquiry 


;han of close study and thoughtful 
:onsideration. 
One of the argu- 


ments, used against political union 
vith America, in the United States, 
las been the oft repeated sugges- 
tion, that they know nothing about 
colonization, that it is not one of 
;he colonizing powers of the world. 
While it is true that there has not 
been much experience in that line, 
yet it is not wholly so. Since 18G8, 
Alaska has been governed and con- 
trolled as a colony, in fact, though 
not so in theory, and it has been 
successful. 


But it is not necessary to cite the 


case of Alaska. Hawaii will not 
need colonial government. If Con- 
gress treats the subject from the 
same intelligent standpoint from 
which the case< of Lou-onim, Klori 
dn and Texas were treated, there 
will be no difficulty which ma\ no 
he surmounted.

In case of an- 
lexation, which now appears to be 
>nly a question of time, there will 


>e no necessity of the establishing 
)f anything like a colonial govern- 
ment. Xor does the ordinary ter- 
ritorial government appear to be 
exactly suited to our conditions. It 
\vas for the purpose of providing 
'or, and securing quiet and order, 
that Articles III and VII were 
placed in the new annexation treaty 
mnted in our columns on the 2d. 
The first provides for temporary 
government. The second is to pro- 
vide a plan for the future which 
hall meet the peculiar require- 
ments of our conditions. 


HAWAIIAN METEOROLOGICAL OB- 


Sa RVAT10..JS. 


The Hawaiian weather bureau, 


n charge of Mr. C. J. Lyons, has 
ssued a pamphlet, in which are 
ecorded the meteorological obser- 
ations made at Honolulu 
and 


hroughout 
this group, 
for the 


ears 1894-5, for copies of which 
re are indebted to the director of 
ic bureau. 
The principal station 


or this city is located at Punahou, 
t an elevation of fifty feet above 
ea level. There are besides this, 
eventy stations, from about sea 
evel to an altitude of four thou- 
and feet, from each of which re- 
orts are received monthly, more 
r less complete. 


The instruments in use at the 


jrineipal stations are among the 
>est made, and at the central sta- 
ion include Green's barometer, 
vith 0.25 incli tube: thermometers, 
xposed and maximum, by Green, 
ninimum by Xigretta and Zambra, 
nd Troughton and Simms. 
Hu- 


midity is determined by whirled 
ysohrometer, latest pattern. Rain 
guage is an 8-inch placed on the 
ground. Also instruments for re- 
cording cloudiness and wind. For 
.scertaining the force of the wind, 
he Beaufort scale is used, capable 


>f measuring the wind from a light 
jreeze to 34 miles an hour. Baro- 
meter records kept on Kauai, and 
Sawaii show a close correspond- 
ence with the local record in this 
ity. 


"Data of much value in regard 


to the direction and force of the 
wind, details of storms, and of 
other natural phenomena such as 
tarthquakes, have been included in 
the reports of many of the observ- 
irs, which, if not immediately 
published, are carefully filed and 
remain as data for future generali- 
zations. 


"From the rainfall records oi 


the years 1894 and 1895, a table 
lias been compiled showing the 
dates in the different districts oJ 
the principal rain storms. The ob- 
served direction of the wind at Ho 
uolulu, Oahu, and at Waimea, Ha 
waii, for eaeh date i? given also 
and the date« of high and low baro 
meter are indicated. From a study 
of tin- table one may ascertain hov 
far the recurrence of rain storm 
is at nuul.ir intervale;, and \\helhe 
or not the-e benr anv relation t'

Besides the tables

meteorological data, there are foot- 
notes to each page, relative to un- 
usual tides, heavy rainfalls, strong 
winds, etc., but no record is publish- 
d of earthquakes which occasion- 
ally occur on Hawaii, though the 
report makes reference to some. If 
a complete list of the different 
eruptions and heavy earthquakes 
which hare occurred since 1820 
:ould be made tip, it would be a 
valuable record to preserve for re- 
'erence. It is possible some per- 
ons living on Hawaii have records 
cept in private journals; if. not, the 
only source of information would 


the Volcano House books. And 


even these are not complete, as 
everal of the earlier volumes were 
aken to America, one of which is 
aid to be in the library of the 
lampton Institute. It would fur- 
ish a very interesting report to 
lave a record of the many volcanic 
utbreaks on Hawaii compiled, 
bowing the intervals that Kilauea 
las been quiet or active, as well as 
he flows from Mauna Loa. 
At 


ome future day, not far distant 
ither, when Hawaii is connected 
y cable with the rest of the world, 
ur volcanic disturbances and the 
novement of the air currents over 


summits of Mauna Kea, ITauna 
and Haleakala, may serve as 


aluable signals, enabling scientists 
o forecast the weather both on the 
\merican and Asiatic continents, 
wo, three, or four thousand miles 
istant. 
Though cyclones never 


isit us, they may originate in the 
tmosphere miles above UP, and 
escend as they approach the east- 
rn or western continent, over 
vliich they sweep with destructive 
orce. 
European and American 


ueteorologists are waiting the op- 
tortunity to enter this unexplored 
tmospheric region, to complete the 
vorld's circuit.

It is pleasant to note that some 


of the most influential papers in 
the United States, which have 
heretofore been somewhat indif- 
ferent on the question of annex- 
ation of Hawaii, now view it in a 
different light, and warmly advo 
cate the measure.

more prominent is the Washing- 
ton Post, which states in a recent 
issue: "It is hardly necessary for 
The Post to say, that it hails the 
prospect with the utmost satis- 
faction. We have always advo- 
cated the annexation of Hawaii, 
believing that in the equation of 
our commercial expansion such a 
factor as Hawaii is supremely 
important if not actually indis 
pensable. It seems to us that we 
could do nothing wiser in the way 
of trade development than secure 
possession of this key to all the 
great ocean pathways of the Pad 
fie. To take possession of Hawai 
is to control the pathways of com 
merceover two-thirds of the globe 
to hold the focus of the steamship 
and telegraph lines of three great 
continents, to take toll of every

Calcutta and Snn Francisco, be 
tween Melbourne nnd Hong Kong 
There is. besides, a military eon 
sideration of which we must no 
lose sight. With Hawaii as a basis

strengthened on our Pacific coast. 


We should be far better equipped 
than we now are for self-protec- 
tion or attack. The value of the 
arrangement would be incalcula- 
ble. We have no doubt that more 
than two-thirds of the members 
realize the importance of the pro- 
jected annexation, that at the 
proper time they will declare 
themselves acordingly. The flag 
of the United States will soon, 
float over the Hawaiian group.The 
new republic will become part 
of the old. Freedom, civilization, 
progress will set up another 
stronghold on their line of march. 
Aloha, Hawaii! Come out into 
'the light!" 


It is said that no one was more 


disappointed by the rejection of 
the general arbitration treaty 
concluded with England by the- 
Cleveland administration than 
President McKinley. 
According 


to a recent American paper he in- 
tends preparing a new arbitration 
treaty which will omit the feat- 
ures that created so much oppo- 
sition in the Senate. These ob- 
jections were the naming of King 
Oscar of Sweden as the fifth ar- 
bitrator, including the Monroe 
doctrine, the Nicaragua canalr 
prohibiting the Senate from vot- 
ing on each subject of arbitration, 
and regulating the tenure of office 
of the arbitrators. 
The new 


treaty will probably be drawn up 
during the present year, and sub- 
bitted to the Senate at its next 
regular session. 


According to telegraph advices, 


Bishop Willis has been telling tales 
to the marines, on his arrival home 
in England.

ADDRESS BY MINISTER COOPER 


Prof. Brown and Inspec- 
tor General Townsend. 


School 
Organized - Liberal At- 


tendance 
of 
Teachers 


and 
Friends. 


(From Thursday's Daily.) 


The Summer School opened In the 


High School building yesterday morn- 
Ing, a goodly number of teachers and 
persons Interested In teaching being 
present. The school was called to order 
by Minister Cooper, who made an ad- 
which he introduced Prof. Elmer E. 
Brown, Instructor in Pedagogy, to 
those assembled. 


After the professor had thanked his 


audience, Inspector-General Townsend 
gave the different courses of study and 
proceeded to organize the classes. 


After the explanation of the courses 


to be given, a short intermission was 
taken, during which many questions 
were asked and answered. Mr. Town- 
ysend opened the discussion of the new 
'course of study, saying that when it is 
printed, which It will be within a few 
days, teachers will note changes of con- 
siderable importance. These are of two 
classes, those made from necessity and 
those made because they are thought to 
be desirable. It has been found that 
the present course of study calls for 
more work during certain years than 
the teachers are able to do In that time. 
The course has been modified, with a 
view to requiring only possibilities. 
Then It is thought desirable to intro- 
duce more thought work into the 
course. This is done with no intention 
to reduce the amount of work on lan- 
guage, but rather with a view to mak- 
ing that work more fruitful by placing 
thought back of it. A large amount of 
the space of the course of study Is filled 
with matter under the title "geogra- 
phy." It is not the purpose to make 
this work in geography occupy any 
such part of the time in the school as 
it does of the space in the course. 
There is no text-book to give guidance 
in this work, so it has been found nec- 
essary to treat the subject more in de- 
tail in the course of study. But little 
change Is made in the course in pri- 
mary arithmetic, and that only with a 
view to make the course possible and 
to make numbers measure. The course 
in singing gives more attention to rote 
singing at the beginning and staff nota- 
tion at the end, the tonic sol-far meth- 
od being retained. More detailed dis- 
cussions of these matters will be car- 
ried on when the printed course ap- 
pears. 


Various other classes were conducted 


according 
to the 
daily 
program. 


Teachers in the first section are mani- 
festing a disposition to undertake too 
much work, in the opinion of the di- 
rector. 


In the afternoon both sections met 


Dr. Brown at the High School, and he 
addressed them on "The Fine Art of 
Teaching:" 


"Artists are divided Into two classes 


(a), those who copy Nature as it Is and 
(b) those who idealize and paint Na- 
ture as she ought to be. Teachers 
should be close followers of Nature, 
but they should not merely copy—they 
should idealize her. 


"One of the principal key-notes in 


education processes should be to al- 
ways get hold of children in their best 
mood. The study of the the art of pho« 
tography has not only'taught people to 
observe Nature closely, but to select 
that which Is most beautiful in Nature. 
The fine art of teaching should lead us 
to observe the best that Is In the child. 


"There Is a difference between Art 


and Fashion. Fashion Is not a seeking 
after beauty. The newest Is not neces- 
sarily the most beautiful. Witness the 
modern hat, no longer a thing of 
beauty. Fashion has to do with new 
things because they are new, and what 
is new and therefore the fashion now 
will ere long be old and out of date. 
The teacher should seek the things that 
are beautiful, because they are the 
things that are good. Good teaching in 
the days of Socrates is good teaching- 
today. Trick teaching is so new that 
it will be old and out of date before 
long. If we are to consider teaching a 
fine art we should ask: 'What are some 
of the characteristic features of Fine 
Art?' 


"1. All Fine Art has to do with 


things that are permanent. 'Therefore, 
when we build, let us think that we 
build forever.'—Ruskln. We may be 
tempted to do work that will show up 
well, Instead of considering the perma- 
nence of the work. 


"2. To be a true artist requires pa- 


tience. Have we patience enough for 
the work? Our work may not make a 
great showing now; but It will certainly 
bear fruit In the fnture. There Is a 
great difference between patience and 
dawdling. Fine Art is not dawdling. 
The, artist must see what he Is going 
to do and know how to do It. He must 
work perpetually. Results may come 
suddenly. 


"3. Fine Art has to do with propor- 


tion. It brings out the Important thing 
clearly and leaves thp unimportant in 
the background. Teachers should s 
the enrl from the beginning, for hy do- 
ing so thev can pivc correct values to 
thrir work. 


"4. That 
which 
constitute"? 
true1 


beauty is unltv in variety. We must 
not fritter nwnv limp In detail which 
will not form a pnrt of the whole mas5!. 


Tlie true mtist deals with mass and 
detail the poor artist spends all hly 
time on useless detail. 


"o. It is charatterihtk1 of all true 


Art that It is truly economical. All 
mtnhodb will bring about results, but 
the tiouble ib that some waste too 
much time. A good teacher can give a 
child a good education iu the time 
wasted by the poor one. Therefore, the 
lai.o of the poor teacher to the good 
one is that of nothing to greatness. 


"6. Fine Art has to do with fine ma- 


terials and works for noble ends. The 
teacher should realize how precious the 
material with which he works Is. He 
should not be too Interested in his own 
skill,.otherwise the result of his work 
may be lifeless. He should seek the 
beauty of wholesomeaess, of health of 
spirit, of holiness." 


Professor Brown is a graduate of 


Illinois State Normal University, of 
the class of '82. After some years in 
the schoolroom as teacher he entered 
Michigan University, where he took a 
complete course. After this he devot- 
ed himself to Y. M. C. A. work for a 
time, being general secretary of the 
Hillsdale Association. Being all this 
time especially interested in education- 
al work, in 1889 he went to Europe to 
study pedagogy. In 1892 he received

dress of welcome to the teachers, in 
his degree of Doctor of Philosophy 
from the University of Jena, and was 
'at once elected Professor of Pedagogy 
In the University of California. The 
following year he was given the assist- 
ance of a fellow, and in 1894 an as- 
sistant professor was added to the de- 
partment. Last month the regents vot- 
ed him another assistant professor 
(Dresslar) and a fellow, thus setting 
the seal of their approval upon his con- 
duct of the department in an unmis- 
takable way. 


Dr. Brown, like all recent graduates 


in pedagogy at Jena, is deeply im- 
pressed with the importance of the 
school of pedagogues known as the 
Herbartians, without himself being In 
the strictest sense an Herbartian. He 
was one of the organizing members of 
the National Herbart Society, and is 
one of the well-known men about the 
meetings of the National Education 
Association. He is a member of the 
Committee on Course of Study of the 
California Council of Education, and In 
this capacity comes in close touch with 
the best thinkers and workers In the 
elementary schools of the State. He is 
also a worker in institutes, and In this 
capacity has instructed a very large 
percentage of the teachers of Califor- 
nia. 


(From Friday's Daily.) 


Yesterday was another successful day 


at the Summer School, all classes be- 
ing conducted as usual. In section two 
Dr. Brown opened the day's work T/ith 
an address on 
"THE RELATION OF THE FEEL- 


INGS TO THOUGHT." 


The older psychologies lay great 


stress upon the three-fold classifica- 
tion of mental phenomena—knowing 
feeling and willing. Now, It Is not to 
be thought that these forms of mental 
activity are independent. They inter- 
act. Dr. Harris has well said that the 
other kinds of mental activity grow out 
of 
feeling; 
feeling polarizes into 


thought and will. What kinds of feel- 
ing has to do with the best words? 


1. The atmosphere. Material atmos- 


phere may be good, but mental atmos- 
phere and moral atmosphere may be 
bad. School rooms should be com- 
fortable and attractive. An attempt is 
being made now to really beautify 
buildings. In Salem, Boston, Denver 
Birmingham, places are being found 
where works of art can be bought 
cheaply. In Birmingham, hinged pic- 
ture frames are used and thus the sub- 
jects constantly changed. A committee 
should be formed here to consider the 
matter of introduction of works of art. 
They should also Inquire into the music 
suitable to the schools. 


Patrons who have means should be 


asked to contribute towards the beauty 
of the place. Schools often make a 
mistake by exhibiting highly-colored 
and taudry decorations. Kindergartens 
are sinners in this respect. Froebel 
suggested aesthetic cultivation; in tau- 
dry decorations this end is not at- 
tained. 


2. Children are happiest when they 


are obedient. Obedience need not be 
obnoxious. The means taken to en- 
force it Should be pleasant. To make 
children unhappy, let them be disobe- 
dient; do not nag the children. A child 
hates to be continually brought up with 
a round turn. -He begins to think that 
he may have the game as the name 
of naughtiness. 


3. Punishment should be carried on 


in private. Continual punishment Is 
demoralizing—self-respect on the pajt 
of the pupil is necessary. A sense of 
injustice on the part of the teacher 
detrimental to real work. The child 
•will ponder upon this Injustice- Instead 
of giving attention to work. 


Xever punish n pupil for dullness 


Do not, call the attention of the school 
to the dullness of the pupil, especially 
when visitors are present.

P.iin is unfavorable to Instruction, hut 


at tho same time any tumultuous pleas- 
ure, is unfavorable. The feelings of pu- 
pilb bhoukl be those of progressive en- 
joymeut. Extremt'b of effort and plea«- 
itie should be avoided. Pupils should 
not be wildly enthusiastic about their 
work Such pupils are peevish at home) 
o make up for the over-expenditure, 
j 


In the afternoon 
Dr. Brown ad-] 


dressed the teachers of the firbt bectlon 
on "The Tompkins School." 


In October, 1894, the Board of Edu- 


cation of Oakland voted to place the 
Tompkins School iu charge of the De~ 
jartment of Pedagogy of the University 
of California. Though the department 
>vas much hampered for want of a suf- 
ficient force, it assumed the charge in 
January, 1895. 


Tompkins School is an ordinary ward 


school, and it must continue to do the 
work of such a school. In a general 
way it was not an attractive school. It 
was in one of the poorest and most ig- 
norant wards. The parents are in great 
part ignorant Portuguese. 
Though 


there are no "Tomkins School meth- 
od?," each teacher being allowed and 
required to find out her best way of ac- 
complishing her work, yet there are 
certain watchwords which the teachers 
have adopted. The first watchword Is 
"Health." Physicians have helped the 
teachers to find out what the health of 
their pupils requires and the teachers 
are trying to meet the requirement. 
The time is yet too short to speak with 
assurance of the results of these efforts. 


The second watchword Is "Economy." 


Time is saved whenever possible, In the 
details of changing classes, etc. and In 
the matter of instruction. There Is a 
constant search for methods which will 
accomplish the required results In the 
least time. 


"Co-operation" is the third watch- 


word. Teachers work together in the 
greatest harmony, and It is this that 
makes it possible to give individuals 
so much liberty in matters of methods/ 
The teachers' meetings and parents' 
meetings are Important features of the 
work. In answer to a question, the 
speaker said that Portuguese parents 
join in the parents' meetings and show 
increasing interest in the school. 


The fourth watchword is "Contin- 


uity." Scrappy-work in literature and 
nature-study, and in general "grass- 
hopper exegesis" is condemned and de- 
plored. 


Dr. Brown has, by this address, ad- 


ded materially to the interest already 
felt in the work of the Tompkins 
School. 


RECEPTION TO PROF. BROWN. 
The teachers who are attending the 


Summer School tendered a reception 
to Professor Brown in the High School 
building last evening. 


The desks had been removed from 


the large assembly hall, and chairs 
placed around the hall. 
About 200 


teachers assembled and spent a most 
enjoyable time in social chat. 


The singing of an impromptu choir, 


organized by the Inspector General, 
gave great pleasure to all present. The 
piano playing of Miss Ada Gertz was 
also very much enjoyed by the music- 
lovers present. 
Refreshments were 


served during the evening.

NO ACTION AT PRESENT. 


Senator Ditvls SBVH Ratification Reso- 


lution Is Not Difficult. 


Senator Davis, chairman of the Sen- 


ate Committee on Foreign Relations, 
said to a Washington Star reporter on 
June 18th that he would not make an 
effort to press the Hawaiian treaty to 
final consideration in the Senate dur- 
ing the present session of Congress. 


"While," he said, "the opposition to 


the ratification of the treaty is not 
formidable as to numbers, it has al- 
ready been made evident that it will 
be quite determined, and this fact, 
coupled with the impossibility of hold- 
ing a quorum for any length of time 
after the passage of the Tariff Bill, has 
already forced the conclusion that an 
effort to secure immediate action would 
be futile; hence it will not be made. 
We shall, however," he added, "be able 
to get the treaty reported to the Sen- 
ate. We shall also have it formally 
taken up, so as to have it well to the 
front at the beginning of the next ses- 
sion." 
Senator Davis expressed the opinion 


that there would be no difficulty in get- 
ting a ratification resolution through 
the committee at the present session. 


He said, in reply to a question, that 


he did not believe the committee would 
be disposed to give ex-Queen Liliuoka- 
lani a verbal hearing. "We would, of 
course," he said, "read any statement 
she might be disposed to file with us, 
but the committee's aversion to verbal 
statement is such that I am convinced 
she would not be heard if she should 
make application to that end."

aiches are in the smaller waterways 
while no less than eight iiew stee 
bridges bpan the turbulent wateis o: 
the larger streams ihe loau ib a se- 
ries of gulch crobbingb, auu iken ap 
proaches and the giadeb na\e been 
made as light as the countrj u ould ad 
mil, and are everywhere an evidence o 
the skilful manner in which the roat 
has been laid out. This work has been 
completed within the time and in the 
manner planned, and, what is more 
within the funds estimated. 


A macadamized roadway four and

The Puna road is nearly completet 


to Pahoa village, which is 19 miles from 
Hilo, and by the end of the year thi 
road will be opened for a distance o 
about six miles more. 


In North Hilo the Laupahoeho 


Gulch road Is completed, with an ap 
proach to the wharf. The comment o 
strangers who have seen this road i 
that its surface is equal to that of Kin 
street, Honolulu. The road has been 
graded to the Kaawalii gulch, which i 
fast being graded. The road has beei 
laid out as far over as Kapehu to b 
advertised for tenders. By the end o 
the year there will be constructed i 
this district nine miles of new roac 
leaving only a gap of four miles to con 
nect with the road from Hilo. 


It is in the District of North Kona 


however, that the greatest amount o 
work has been done, for while a con 
siderable amount of work still remain 
to be completed by contractors, the en 
tire main road of the district, as we' 
as some branches, in all 22 miles, hav 
been laid out and let by contracts, com 
pleting all the necessary roads in th 
district and leaving a balance in the ap 
propriation of several thousand dollars 
which it is proposed to spend towar 
Waimea Twelve mile? of road hav 
alreadv been taken care of in Sout 
Kona and it is expected to have th 
road open to Waiohinu to wapon traffl 
bv the end of the year. The Kona 
are the road-makers' paradise, and fo 
finely-constructed roads one must g 
there to see the best on the Island o 
Hawaii. 
The Kohala-Waimea road has bee 


let by contract, and with the comple 
tlon of the road the District of Nort 
Kohala will be connected with the res 
of the island by a fair wagon road. 


Such in brief is the year's record o

They 
told of how Kane, the defendant, had 
walked up to Kamaka and struck him, 
averring that there was no provoca- 
tion whatever for his doing so. Officer 
Logan took the cake. He said he saw 
Kane strike Kamaka, and when asked 
to identify the man who had done the 
hitting, pointed out Midshipman Kear- 
ney, who was not on the scene of the 
disturbance at any time, but who was 
merely present at the proceedings as a 
representative 
of the Admiral. 
An 


amused look 'passed over the faces of 
those present in the court room, for 
the mistake, most ludicrous, was ren- 
dered more so, perhaps, by the fact 
that Logan insisted that Midshipman 
Kearney was the asailant of Kamaka. 


The prosecution rested, and" Attorney 


Macdonald called up the witnesses for 
the defense, Kane taking the stand 
first. Defendant testified that not a 
blow had been struck, and that the 
trouble all arose from his pointing out 
Officer Kamaka as the man who had 
stolen the money out of the pockets of 
Williams, the bluejacket of the Phila- 
delphia, who was taken out of one of 
the saloons on Fort street Saturday 
night. 


It will be remembered that a num- 


ber of bluejackets from the Philadel- 
phia and Marion were In the saloon 
on last Saturday night. Among them 
was Williams, who went Into the ante- 
room, near the bar,, and fell asleep. 
Two policemen—one Kamaka and the 
other Kilinoa—went in and dragged 
the bluejacket out. It was openely as- 
serted that Kamaka took money out of 
Williams' pockets. At any rate, Kane 
pointed out Kamaka. who was leaning 


• up against a post, and was immediately 
arrested and locked up. 


The testimony of the men of the 


Philadelphia all took the same trend. 
Kane simply pointed out Kamaka and 
was arrested. All seemed to think that 
one of the officers had taken the money 
from Williams. 


The interest of the morning was cen- 


tered in the testimony of Williams, 
who took the stand, saluted, was duly 
sworn and then began with his testi- 
mony. He said he was in the ante- 
room, and when asked if he was 
asleep, answered: "No, not wholly. 
Just half and half." He told of how he 
had been dragged out by two officers- 
one in a black and the other in a 
white hat. While in the alleyway, lead- 
ing to a stable next door, one of the 
policemen put his hand Into his pock- 
ets and took out $6.25. People began 
to collect, and he was let go. Then, 
walking out into the street, he asked 
Kane who the man was that stole his 
money. Kane pointed out Kamaka, and 
two policemen, stepping up, arrested 
him. 


Williams said that when the officers 


first grabbed him he did not know that 
they were officers, for they had no 
badges on. and their hats were those 
of private citizens. What "put him on" 
were the brass buttons on their coats. 
He was absolutely sure that one of the 
men hod taken the money from his 
pockets. Some of this was dropped up- 
on the floor, and Kane picked up a 
half dollar. 


Attornev Macdonnld beenn his argu- 


ment by pointing out the hesitating an- 
swers given bv the witnesses of the 
prosecution, 
and their 
attempt to 


shield Kamaka from suspicion; after- 
wards contrasting this state of affairs 
with 
the 
most 
satisfactory 
and 


straightforward answers on the part of 
the witnesses for the defense. 
He 


further 
stated that the policemen, 


without exception, had falsified on the 
stand. Undoubtedly Kamaka did take 
the money out of Williams' pockets and 
undoubtedly the policemen had delib- 
eratelv lied to protect Kamaka. At- 
tornev Maodonald then called attention 
to what he styled an unfortunate re- 
mark on the part of the Marshal. He 
referred to "maniifnctnred evidence.
